.Limited shipping facilities and re- 


strictions of the fcovcrnment in regard 
to Slavs and Hungarians are all that 
is keeping down a large emigration 
from this country. Foreigners of all 
nationalities are applying 
at 
sUIp 


agencies throughout the country for 
transportation to Europe, but 
only 


those of the Allied nations are being 
granted steamer berths, and only a 
limited number 'of. these. 


At local foreign exchanges there arc 


many applications ot 
Italians who 


want to return to Italy to visit rela- 
tives, but all cannot be accommodat- 
ed. Hungarians who anjrty are told 
that it is useless for them to expect to 
go back at this time as the United 
States will not grant passports. 


One hundred Italians hare allied 


for berths at a Comiellsrille steam- 
ship office, but it may be weeks before 
they can Jeave. One local agency has 
sent only 15 Italians back to Europe 
since the close of the war in spite of 
the large: number of applications. 


The reason for this is that through- 


out the -country similar applications 
are being made in large numban ami 
only a few from each place are car- 
ried over. To get a passport it

BLACK HAND PLOT 


BLAMED FOR MURDER 


AT FAYETTE CITY 


James IttPellc, Imminent Itailan, 


Shot to Death by Two Cnjdenti- 


fled Ken Scar His Home.
